MOSCOW Female suicide bombers blew themselves 
up Monday in twin attacks at Moscow subway stations 
packed with rush-hour passengers, killing at least 38 
people and wounding more than 60, officials said. The 
carnage blamed on rebels from the Caucasus region fol- 
lows the killings of several high-profile Islamic militant 
leaders there. 

The blasts come six years after Islamic separatists from 
the southern Russian region carried out a pair of deadly 
Moscow subway strikes and raise concerns that the war 
has again come to the capital, amid militants’ warnings of 
a renewed determination to push their fight. 

Chechen rebels claimed responsibility for a deadly 
bombing late last year on a passenger train en route from 
Moscow to St. Petersburg. Last month, Chechen rebel 
leader Doku Umarov warned Russians in an interview on 
a rebel-affiliated Web site that “the war is coming to their 
cities.” The first explosion took place just before 8 a.m. at 
the Lubyanka station in central Moscow The station is 
underneath the building that houses the main offices of 
the Federal Security Service, the KGB’s main successor 
agency, a symbol of power under Vladimir Putin. 

About 45 minutes later, a second explosion hit the Park 
Kultury station, which is near the renowned Gorky Park. 
In both cases, the bombs were detonated as the trains 
pulled into the stations and the doors were opening.

“I heard a bang, turned my head and smoke was every- 
where. People ran for the exits screaming,” said 24-year- 
old Alexander Vakulov, who was on a train on the plat- 
form opposite the targeted train at Park Kultury 

“I saw a dead person for the first time in my life,” said 
Valentin Popov, 19, who had just arrived at the station 
from the opposite direction. 

Prime Minister Vladimir Putin, who built much of his 
political capital by directing a fierce war with Chechen 
separatists a decade ago, vowed Monday that “terrorists 
will be destroyed.”

Suspect held 
in killings of 
consuiate 
workers 

CIUDAD JUAREZ, Mexico Mexican sol- 
diers have arrested a suspect in the 
killings of three people linked to the 
U.S. consulate in Ciudad Juarez, Chi- 
huahua state police said Monday 
Police spokesman Enrique Torres 
said the suspect arrested Friday was 
a member of the Barrio Azteca gang. 

Torres did not release the man’s 
name, but a Chihuahua state investi- 
gator who spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because he is not authorized to 
discuss the case identified the suspect 
as Ricardo Valles de la Rosa, 45. 

Consulate employee Lesley A. 
Enriquez and her husband, Arthur 
H. Redelfs, were killed March 13 in 
Juarez when gunmen opened fire on 
their sport utility vehicle after they 
left a birthday party Their 7-month- 
old daughter was found wailing in the 
back of the vehicle. 

Jorge Alberto Salcido, the husband 
of a Mexican employee of the consul- 
ate, also was killed by gunmen after 
leaving the same event in a separate 
vehicle. 

Torres said the suspect is a leader 
of the Barrio Azteca gang but gave no 
other details. U.S. and Mexican au- 
thorities say the Barrio Azteca gang 
works for the Juarez drug cartel and 
operates on both sides of the border. 

Initially a Texas prison gang. Bar- 
rio Azteca expanded across the Rio 
Grande into Juarez in the late 1990s, 
U.S. authorities have said. 

Last week, El Paso police and Texas 
state troopers arrested 25 people in a 
sweep of suspected gang members.

Riders share tales

When a man beat a CTA bus driver with 
a hammer last week, a South Side rider 
helped subdue the attacker until police ar- 
rived, witnesses told the Tribune. 

One of the most important lessons 
from this incident, which reportedly 
stemmed from a fare dispute, is the power 
of the Good Samaritan on the CTA. 

Too often, we tune out our transit sur- 
roundings.

Would 
you do something? Going Public receives dozens of complaints about 
the CTA each week, but occasionally there’s a story of a CTA do- 
gooder. Here are some of CP’s favorites. 

» Gladys Valvick, 54, of Logan Square, said this month she watched a 
woman pay the fare of a man with a walker fumbling for his fare card 
on the No. 66 Chicago bus. 

» Mary Friday, 30, of Lincoln Park, told CP when she fainted on a 
Purple Line train last year, a female rider called for assistance, sat her 
up and escorted her off the train to CTA personnel. 

»Mark Smithivas, 41, of Avondale, said earlier this month his son lost 
a toy car on a No. 76 Diversey bus. Smithivas said for the return trip 
home, he managed to get the same driver, who presented the car to 
Smithivas’ son.

Sisters devastated 
after their Cakegirls 
bakery is lost to fire

Brenda Maher was about to drive to work 
at Cakegirls early Monday morning when 
her sister Mary called, sobbing. The upscale 
Lakeview bakery the pair launched from 
scratch in 2003 was engulfed in flames. 

“I just couldn’t believe it,” said Brenda Ma- 
her, who rushed to the store from her home in 
Portage Park. “When I saw it I felt like I was 
going to throw up. I just felt nauseous.” 

“We put a lot of work into this business. 
Now in a flash it doesn’t exist. This is devas- 
tating. This is our livelihood. We built this 
from nothing.” 

The building at 2209 W Belmont Ave., 
with Cakegirls on its ground level, was judged 
a total loss, with firefighters battling the blaze 
only to keep it from spreading. 

By the time the Maher sisters arrived on 
the scene, they said water was pouring out of 
the charred structure, carrying blackened de- 
bris and cake frosting into the street. 

A Chicago fire department spokesperson 
said the fire started on the residential second 
floor of the building shortly after 5:30 a.m. 

Julie Thomas, who owns a 24-hour dog 
care facility two doors down from the fire, 
said that she was awakened by the sound of 
sirens and helicopters. Running outside, she 
watched flames shoot through the nearby 
building’s roof and into the lightening sky 

“It was a huge fire,” Thomas said. “It was 
scary” 

Officials said the fire was brought under 
control about 6:50 a.m. They said the roof had 
collapsed and there was extensive damage to 
the whole building. The fire closed Belmont 
to traffic between Hoyne and Oakley avenues. 

No injuries were reported, but one of the

tenant’s cats is believed to have died. 

Throughout the morning Monday the Ma- 
her sisters camped out at a neighboring Star- 
bucks, fielding calls from worried friends and 
family and wondering how they were going to 
start to piece their business back together. 

“We worked so hard to make our business 
grow. This is our blood and sweat,” said Mary 
Maher, tears filling her eyes. “It’s like our 
baby— every inch of it we made. To see it to- 
day is so hard.”

Club closed, 

60 cited for 
busting curfew 

Chicago police shut down an illegal West Side 
club and cited more than 6o youths for breaking 
curfew Saturday night in what was called part of 
a spring-break crackdown on curfew violations. 

At about 12:45 a.m. Saturday officers responded 
to a call of a disturbance in the 800 block of South 
California Avenue. When they arrived, police saw 
a crowd dispersing from a vacant storefront, with 
patrons telling them they had paid a cover charge 
to enter the club where alcohol was being served. 
At that time, police were unable to locate a man- 
ager of the establishment to ask for licensing. 

Later that night, police responded to another 
call about a large group of teens entering the 
storefront, and at about 11:30 p.m. police saw a 
man frisking patrons as they came in. When po- 
lice entered, they observed a DJ, two pool tables 
with coin slots, a juke box and a video game ma- 
chine, they said. The Chicago Fire Department 
also identified several fire code violations inside 
the club, according to police. 

At that time, police said they identified Mark- 
ley Jenkins, a convicted felon and gang member, 
as the club manager. Jenkins was taken into cus- 
tody and was unable to provide a proper business 
license, police said.

Kindness bolsters 
transplant chains 


A Cook County Circuit Court judge on Mon- 
day lifted a temporary restraining order that has 
barred the Illinois parental-notification abortion 
law from going into effect, but then prevented 
state officials from enforcing the law pending an 
appeal. 

The 1995 lav^ which has been delayed in court 
and never enforced, would require doctors to no- 
tify a parent or guardian when a girl 17 or younger 
seeks an abortion. In November, the Illinois medi- 
cal disciplinary board decided the state could be- 
gin enforcing the law Hours later. Judge Daniel Ri- 
ley granted a temporary restraining order sought 
by the American Civil Liberties Union of Illinois. 

On Monday Riley acknowledged that ACLU 
lawyers presented “compelling evidence that pa- 
rental notification of abortions for minors will 
often expose minors seeking an abortion to in- 
creased risks and anxieties.” 

Colleen Connell, executive director of the 
ACLU of Illinois, said Riley “clearly left open 
the opportunity for a more refined challenge.” 
Connell said the ACLU would explore legal op- 
tions, including filing an appeal with the Illinois 
Supreme Court. 


Five Chicago-area adults who have stepped 
forward to give kidneys to strangers may 
help save the lives of as many as two dozen 
people, thanks to transplant chains that will 
multiply the impact of the donations. 

Two of the donors are young women in 
their early 20s, in perfect health and ea- 
ger to help others. One is a dad honoring a 
17-year-old daughter killed in a car accident. 
Another is a dental hygienist inspired by her 
father’s death. The fifth is a woman eager to 
repay a cousin’s act of kindness. 

The transplant chains — a new develop- 
ment in the field of kidney transplanta- 
tion— begin when someone like these five 
people offers to give a kidney to a stranger. 
Often, the designated recipient has a friend 
or relative who is willing to donate but pre- 
vented from doing so by medical circum- 
stances. 

If that friend or relative decides to give 
an organ to a stranger who is a better match 
and that second recipient has loved ones 
willing to repeat the favor, the chain adds 
more links. The goal is to allow the first gen- 


erous act to help as many people as possible. 

No transplant chains had originated in Il- 
linois until Loyola University Medical Cen- 
ter entered the five so-called “good Samari- 
tan” organ donors with the National Kidney 
Registry an organization that helps arrange 
matches between potential kidney donors 
and recipients. 

In doing so, Loyola committed to send- 
ing the organs wherever they were needed 
most. “That’s really unusual,” said Caret Hill, 
founder of the registry which is working with 
about 50 hospitals across the country 

Medical centers tend to hold on to good 
Samaritan donors, seeking to help their own 
patients. That practice can make it hard to 
arrange timely matches, and even when they 
succeed, only one transplant results. 

From Loyola’s perspective, chains have 
a much bigger effect, justifying a different 
approach. “We see every good Samaritan 
donor as a national treasure, not an institu- 
tional commodity,” said Dr. John Milner, di- 
rector of Loyola’s living donor kidney trans- 
plant program.

5 injured when 
car hits CTA bus 

Five people were injured 
when a vehicle slammed 
into a CTA bus early Monday 
morning on the Near West 
Side, a CTA official said. 

The bus was stopped at 
South Western Avenue and 
West Harrison Street when 
a vehicle hit it from behind 
around 1 a.m., CTA spokes- 
woman Catherine Hosinski 
said. 

Of the 13 passengers on 
the bus, four reported inju- 
ries, she said. Three were 
taken to area hospitals and 
one refused treatment. A 
fifth person, who was in the 
vehicle that crashed into the 
bus, was also transported to 
the hospital, said Hosinski, 
who added she did not 
know their conditions. 

Daley’s ethics aide 
submits resignation 

Mayor Daley’s compli- 
ance officer resigned 
Monday after waging a rare 
battle in which he publicly 
challenged the mayor’s 
authority. 

Anthony Boswell, an out- 
sider Daley tapped in 2007 
to lead the newly created 
Office of Compliance, said 
he plans to leave city em- 
ployment at the end of May.

POLICE: NINE CONSPIRED TO KILL OFFICERS 


DETROIT Nine members of a 
self-described Christian militia 
group, including one from northwest 
Indiana, are accused of plotting to 
kill a Michigan police officer and then 
stage an attack on other officers at- 
tending his funeral. 

Members of the group, the Hutaree, 
plotted to attack law enforcement vehi- 
cles during the funeral procession with 
“improvised explosive devices” and “ex- 
plosively formed projectiles,” the U.S. 
attorne/s office said. 

According to a federal indictment, 
members of the group view local, state 
and federal law enforcement as their 
enemy The plot dates back to August 
2008. 

Among those charged in the alleged 
plot is Thomas Piatek, 46, of Whit- 
ing, Ind., who was arrested Sunday at 
an apartment complex near Claren- 
don Hills — one of Chicago’s western 
suburbs— where he was believed to be 


visiting an acquaintance, said Robert 
Ramsey, an FBI supervisor in Merrill- 
ville, Ind. He would not discuss what 
led agents there but said there was no 
indication Piatek had been on the run. 

The ninth person charged, Joshua 
Matthew Stone, was arrested late Mon- 
day in Hillside County Mich. 

At a hearing Monday morning in 
Hammond, Ind., federal court, Pi- 
atek denied committing the crimes, 
saying that meant he couldn’t be the 
same Thomas Piatek charged in the 
indictment. Federal Magistrate Paul 
Cherry then ordered a special hearing 
for Wednesday to establish Piatek’s 
identity. 

Bruce Yager, 53, who lives down the 
street from Piatek’s Whiting home, said 
he was on his way out when he was or- 
dered back inside his home because the 
FBI was raiding the house of his long- 
time neighbor. He said he saw about 30 
law enforcement vehicles in the area.

Two Chicago chefs are willing to experiment 


By M. Kathleen Pratt 

Homaro Cantu and Ben Roche want to change the 
way you think about food. Until now their main 
catalyst for change was Moto, the Fulton Market-ar- 
ea restaurant that ranks among the most innovative 
in the world. But their stage is about to get bigger. 


Moto’s executive chef and executive pastry chef star in “Fu- 
ture Food,” debuting Tuesday on eco-conscious TV network 
Planet Green. The series takes you into Moto’s kitchen and 
lab and onto the streets of Chicago, where the technology- 
obsessed chefs develop and test big ideas that they think have 
the potential to solve global problems, including world hun- 
ger. The show also provides a behind-the-scenes glimpse into 
the hyper-creative, no-holds-barred world in which chefs such 


as Cantu and Roche live, one filled with outrageous ideas and 
a curious supply of gadgets and chemicals to execute them. 

Wondering just how culinary playthings like an anti- 
griddle, a Cryovac machine and liquid nitrogen are going 
to change the world? Or if they can at all? We were too, so 
we turned to Cantu and Roche to explain a handful of the 
issues they confront with kitchen wizardry in the upcoming 
series and analyze the potential for real-world applications.

I The problem 

Food waste. Restaurants-and home kitch- 
ens-toss tons of food into the trash every 
day. “You’d be surprised at how much food 
gets wasted and also how much scrap that 
there is from the cooking process,” Roche 
says. 


The solution 


Moto chefs created this faux tuna dish 
from shredded chicken. 


Design dishes using cast-off items that 
otherwise would end up in the garbage, 
such as burned meats, peanut shells, apple 
peels and potato peels. 


The problem 

Over-fishing. “Over the last two years or so, 
it’s been increasingly hard to get a quality 
product, especially something that is very 
local,” Roche says. “We could get some 
great tuna from Japan, but there are so 
many food miles associated with that, it’s 
almost not worth it.” 


The solution 


Real-world applications 

Home cooks probably aren’t going to cre- 
ate masterpieces out of burned brats that 
are tasty enough to go head-to-head with 
Hot Doug’s, as Cantu and Roche do on the 
show, but they can think more creatively 
about bits and pieces that might other- 
wise go down the disposal. “Part of it is just 
showing people that you don’t have to be 
afraid to try this stuff,” Roche says. “We 
want people to empower themselves to be 
innovative.” 


Create a seafood menu without using any 
fish. We’re talking tofu “sea bass” and “scal- 
lops” and watermelon “seared tuna.” 


Real-world applications 

Most people aren’t going to make tofu scal- 
lops at home, but Cantu and Roche hope to 
give people tools to make an easy change 
by bringing their products to the retail 
market. “You’re not going to eliminate the 
demand for meat, fish and poultry, but what 
you can do is make the substitutes on the 
market that much better,” Cantu says.

The probiem 

Packaging waste. Much commercial pack- 
aging isn’t biodegradable, and it’s been pil- 
ing up in landfills for decades. 

The solution 


Produce edible packaging peanuts in vari- 
ous flavors. Instead of throwing the pack- 
ing material away, the person who receives 
the package eats it. 

Real-world applications 


Make greener decisions about packaging 
and paper products. The Moto team has 
been making efforts to cut down on paper 
waste since the beginning, starting with 
their signature edible menu. “The edible 
menu is the greenest menu on the planet,” 
Cantu says. “You eat it-no waste.” Moto 
also uses a paperless ordering and firing 
system that Cantu believes will revolution- 
ize the way restaurants operate. 


The problem 

World hunger. According to the Food and 
Agriculture Program of the United Nations, 
1.02 billion people go hungry every day. 


The solution 


The miracle berry, a fruit native to West 
Africa that alters the way people’s taste 
buds perceive flavors, essentially blocking 
sour and bitter tastes. The thinking is that 
they’ll allow people to eat things like straw, 
flowers and weeds, creating new food 
sources. “Your front lawn can become your 
dinner table, which is pretty remarkable,” 
Cantu says. 


Real-world applications 


It’s hard to imagine that a little red berry 
holds the answer to complex supply and 
distribution problems that prevent access 
to food for millions, but Cantu and Roche 
are believers. “We’re finding solutions to 
make food healthier, but not sacrificing in 
flavor,” Cantu says. “In the future, we’re go- 
ing to have better foods that taste better 
that are more organic and way more local 
than we could ever dream of.”

The Moto 
experience 

Whether or not “Future Food” changes the 
way you think about food, this much is certain: 
It’s going to make you want to eat at Moto. If 
you go, plan to spend an entire evening at the 
avant-garde restaurant. Dinners can last up to 
five hours and rarely take less than three; each 
meal starts with an edible menu (it’s printed on 
edible paper-read it, then eat it) and include 
tableside and interactive presentations. Moto 
serves two tasting menus (10 or 20 courses, 
the larger of which is nearly $200) and be- 
cause the kitchen is constantly experimenting, 
their composition changes daily, though not all 
at once. As for what to expect, well, it’s best to 
come with an open mind. “There are no rules 
at Moto,” Cantu says. “The only rules are: There 
are no rules, and the food must taste great. It 
can’t be something you’ve seen, heard of or 
done before.”

Food and 
the future 

The first thing you notice about this reality se- 
ries set at Moto restaurant isn’t the culinary es- 
capades, it’s the person- 
alities of chefs Homaro 
Cantu and Ben Roche. 

I want to party with 
these two, and then eat 
their food. 

The duo infuse every 

moment of the eight-episode “Future Food” 
with their enthusiasm for the work-using their 
acclaimed molecular-gastronomy style to 
make wacky dishes for the Fulton Market eat- 
ery while confronting global food issues. In the 
first episode, a sub-par batch of fish they re- 
ceive yields a challenge as they decide to cre- 
ate dishes that taste and look like seafood but 
aren’t. Not only are they trying to solve the im- 
mediate problem-what to put on that night’s 
menu-they also come up with possible solu- 
tions to the larger issue of global over-fishing. 

In the process, viewers are treated to a 
mini-”Top Chef” contest when Cantu and 
Roche pit Moto staff members against each 
other to get their creation on the menu. Cantu 
and Roche choose the winner, while also 
creating their own faux-fish, such as a “scallop” 
made from tofu. 

Watching the team tinker with centrifuges, 
chemical powders, liquid nitrogen and dehy- 
drators is an absolute riot, but there is a larger 
message. The food futurists are thinking about 
the changing world’s effect on how and what 
we eat. 

It’s time to make a reservation.
